WASHINGTON, December 22.—It is by no 
means certain that Chicago will not be inflicted 
witb both Repubfean ana Democratic National 
Conventions in 1880. Sucha possibility is tre- 
quently spoken ot by Democrats, particularly 
since the decision of the Repulican Committee 
last week in favor of that place. The railroad 
facilities for going and coming, together with 
the hote: accommodations and the a:lvantages 
ofthe Exposition building, are mentioned as 
reasons for such a course. But backof all that 


there is another motive which actuates many. 
The Democrats ure considering the 
possibilty of carrying Illinois in 
the next Presidentia! canpaign, 
and the candidate they talk of in this connec 
tion is Davia Davis, of that State. This feeling 
is rather growing, particulurly in view of the 
threatened action of the New York Lezgis- 
lature in regard to the „Ne- 
toral vote of that State. 
It is believed by many Democrats that Senator 
Davis would have a large following of inge 
pendent voters in his own Stace and clsewhere 
sufficient at leastto carry Iliinois. He is spo- 
ken of us u strong Candidate to run against 
Grant, as he would receive the votes of a large 
number of Republicans who do not believe ina 
third term. 

In figuring the chances of the next year the 


{ Democrats yenerally concede the renomination 
ot Gen. Grant. Fernando Wood, of New Yors, 
was approacued the other day ‘upon the 


subject of whom his purty would 
nominate, and he wus asked if it 
would be Seymour. Hesnid no; that Ssymour 
wastooold and wouldn’t have ic anyway. 
Hendricks, Beyard and Hancock were each 
mentioned, but the Democratic lenter of the 
House deciured, with much assurance, that 
none of these would be selected us tie stant 
ard-beurer of his party. I tell you nt it 
=" he said, ‘*we have ot to 
nominete anew man. We must find some one 
that the Republicans can’t throw dirt at, ana 
then he mentioned David Davis us one who 
wight possibly answer ihe requirements of the 
hour. It is this, probably,more than anything 
else, that bas given rise to the talking of hold- 
ing the convention in Chicazo, and it the 
Democratic National Convention should act 
upon thisidea it would be consitered in the 
light of a decided point in Davis' favor. The 
trends ot Tiluen tavor New York an l ere 909 
posed to Chicago in view ofthe significance 
thut would attach to such aste. 

A somewhat singular possibility is being con- 
siacered and trequently talked of in Washing- 
ton just at this tine, an? thatis the nominn- 
tion of Gen. Grant by ti8 
Democrats in CALC tiie Republican 
should select some one 61. This 
was discussed at considerable length by mem- 
bers of the Republican National Committee 
while inthe city lust week, and while bv miny 
it was thought to be ont of the queston, stil 
others, quoting the campaign of 1872, when 
lHiorace Greeley wes the Democratic nominece, 
expressed the belief that the party would not 
hesitate a moment to nominate Grant 
if it was thought that he would accent and 
could be elected. But while many Rovublican 
politicians are found who do not favor 
his nomination or who would pee 
ter some one else, it is looked 
upon by u large majority of that party as al- 
most an established fact that he will be the Ke- 
publican nominee. Ilis canvass has seemed to 
take a decided shape since the election of Don 
Cameronto the chairmanship of the Republi- 
con National Committee, who also openly ad 
mits having assumed the position tor the pur- 
pose of pusbing Grant.

There is no law 
compelling gentlemen to go abroad and 
serve their country for less than they can 
live on, and when they accept such places 
they know precisely what they are doing. If 
we can’t keep our Asiatic Consuls from 
being thieves it would be well to increase 
thelr wages.
